with the seemingly inexorable forces 
depression, and having observed its effect 
upon the members our industry, nothing can 
ever convince that this unhappy condition has 


bitter and steadily losing battle 


done other than shake the faith and courage 
those who intensive education and training 
serve the side the community. 
theorize discuss the abstract may give 
temporary mental stimulation, but does not 
satisfy the craving for constructive work well 
that necessary subsistence without which 
cannot exist progress. The only real remedy 
work—if cannot found then must 
created. 

Foolish the statement may seem, there 
real work which can and should done this 
time the building industry and which under 
normal conditions usually impossible. The 
Federal Government, through its relief agencies, 
has opened the door. What needed that the 
architects, engineers, builders, bankers, realtors, 
social workers and others interested should 


organize and secure the assistance local state 
relief administrators and municipal officers and 
formulate program work-relief for technically 
trained persons. membership the Institute 
synonymous with leadership, should be, 
then the bounden duty our members act 
and find means placing work the people 
our profession those dependent upon it. 

Laying aside, therefore, for the time being, 
consideration the future education the 
Architect, his moral uplift and his professional 
ethics, let give thought instead what might 
done find him work,—and the finer things 
will follow matter course. God knows!— 
the architects and their draftsmen need work. 
Without such paid work this time maintain 
themselves, any future effort cannot fail show 
unconscious lessening creative ability, and 
such unfortunate result would inevitably break 
down the position have striven for years 
attain. 

The past eight months continuous contact 
with architects, engineers, draftsmen, realtors, 
etc., has convinced that they seriously want 
work and give full measure when the pay roll. 
Therefore, the real problem how create work 
fields wherein their ability and training can 

constructive use. Especially when must 
way conflict with the normal private 
practice the engineer architect whose efforts 
maintain his own office must fostered. 


PLANNING AND RESEARCH 


Planning the recognized field and function 
the Architect and Engineer. Research, vital 
factor this same field, has been too long neglec- 
ted when consider its essential part com- 
planning, especially for the future. 

ecognition the value such research and 
planning contained the recommendations 
the Federal Relief Administration. Beginning 
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its original form C.W.A. and continued through 
various succeeding stages and agencies great 
deal money has already been expended such 
work. The most recent instructions the Federal 
agencies provide that minimum fixed proportion 
work and this planning essential part, and 
recognized. 

What can done create work might 
answered part the experience Philadelphia 
the successful utilization professionally 
trained men and women practically new but 
allied fields. Perhaps this will help stimulate our 
members throughout the country the develop- 
ment similar forms work relief their own 
communities. 

Philadelphia means alone having 
extensive work relief programs. Chicago, New 
York, Cleveland, Boston and other cities and 
regions have all had varied projects utilizing the 

rofessions. And there was also the survey 

istoric buildings with its nation wide but 
restricted program. But other locality have 
found complete program research and 
study, affording work many kinds fitted 
the entire industry, Philadelphia. When 
considered that this program resulted the 
employment from 225 450 persons con- 
tinuously for eight months and the expenditure 
nearly $400,000.00 relief funds date for 
wages alone, and with extension involving 
$200,000.00 more just starting, some idea can 
gained the magnitude the undertaking. 


How ORGANIZED 


The Philadelphia City Planning Commission, 
officially constituted body, acted the sponsor 
for the program and all work and the expenditure 
funds was and being carried out under its 
direction. With the cooperation the Phila- 
delphia Housing Association, members the 
local Chapter A., the Philadelphia Real 
Estate Board, officials the city and others 
vitally interested, program City Planning and 
especially housing, was presented the County 
and State Administrators Federal Relief Funds. 
Approval was secured and work started 
December 1933. The program, developed 
then and essentially carried since with few 
modifications but some extensions, provided 
variety work, enabling the employment 
people experience many branches the 
industry. 

the organization was formed and the work 
developed was quickly found that from what 
seemed the start least fifty per cent 
“made work” for the sole purpose placing 
people self respecting pay roll, the most 
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valuable contributions were being received the 

field planning. Some the researches, such

charted were revelation even those who felt 

had complete familiarity with the City and 
egion. 

particular interest also were the develop- 
ments the field Housing Research, showing 
the need much work yet done before this 
subject really understood. While awaiting the 
construction activity being fostered the newly 
created Federal Housing agencies, 
principles governing housing each region 
can and should further studied. sad, but 
true, that there much information still 
obtained each district successful program 
rehabilitation and new housing promul- 
gated, especially the essential control the 
future growth residential areas. Much the 
work now possible under funds can well 
turned good account this field alone.

Necessarily, complete details the work being 
accomplished Philadelphia cannot given 
this space. There can only presented outline 
most the subjects research, study and 
planning, which might informative basis for 
groups other cities and regions who might 
disposed attempt similar programs work 
their own communities. 

The possibilities are limited only the subjects 
allied planning and design. program may 
include but few the subjects. again there 
may phases which have not been included and 
which might essential another area. 

The work Philadelphia divided into 
number major divisions for convenience 
handling groups workers. Each completel 
interlocks with the others and the work eac 
section dependent upon and available others. 
City Planning, Regional, dependent upon the 
program, the ultimate goal, including Trans- 

ortation, Highways, Utilities, Use Land, 

ousing, Port and River, etc. Research, embody- 
ing the physical, economic and social data 
essential the study the city plan, the 
means putting the greatest number work 
and securing the basic information with which 
orderly program future growth can 
developed. 

the use relief funds, properly handled, 
possible conduct those studies, researches 
and plans not ordinarily done except those 
metropolitan areas where funds have been avail- 
able through philanthropic individuals foun- 
dations, sociologically inclined. Therefore, research 
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data most important part the work and the 
facts required for study are being carefully and 
accurately assembled. Completed studies all 
phases and especially planning are being 
carried only the point they become 
basis for recommendations. From then they 
are normally the work City Planners, Architects 
Engineers private practice the function 
Government bureau complete. this way 
not only relief work being created, but definite 
work being developed for future private practice 
and construction which otherwise might never 
have come light. 


For Work 


The actual work covering the subjects listed 
was performed many ways, some quite foreign 
previous training, but all adapted closely 

ossible the individual and his background. 
best draftsmen and designers were kept upon 
drawings, sketches, etc. Architects, engineers, 
draftsmen and builders having structural exper- 
ience and good presence were used large num- 
bers individual visits buildings (over 50,000 
were actually examined) secure the data shown 
the questionnaires. 

Special selections were made find those who 
could approach industrial executives, commercial 
building managers, etc. were used 


for appraisals, title and bank clerks for 


securing data upon assessments, sales, rentals, etc. 
Social workers, engineers and architects collab- 
orated securing anti-social data. Stenographers, 
clerks, etc. were necessary for office use and 
accountants were used many the tabulations. 

With community purpose the organization 
was quickly welded into single effective unit 
and was found possible include, among the 
subjects, such matters vital importance as— 

Transportation: Traffic counts and accidents 
which were charted for annual periods, figures 
from which were developed plans traffic flow 
and passenger transportation, including high 
speed, trolley, bus and train. Origin and destina- 
tion data and charts were secured covering local 
and interstate motor-freight trucking, and likewise 
aviation landing fields and, course, the necessary 
future planning for all. 

Highways: The existing use streets, routin 
through traffic, newly required streets 
highways, zoning streets prevent abuse 
and interstate highways, highway intersections, 
bridges and bridge heads. Especial studies were 
made the paper streets, which are those 
ordinanced and placed the City plan but not 
actually constructed, result which many are 
being recommended for elimination. Another 
important study street rearrangement 


virgin areas, eliminating entirely the gridiron 

lan with its wasteful use land and utilizin 
instead the natural contours for street layout 
drainage. 

Port and River: Present condition and use 
port facilities and their future possibilities and 
development, particularly connection with 
industries dependent upon export and import. 
Restriction river front provide some recrea- 
tional facilities and also the prevention and correc- 
tion stream pollution. Utilization river 
embankments and their use and treatment. 

Utilities and Services: Exact data showing 
present facilities and the extent their use 
charted and analyzed. Recommendations de- 
veloped for changes required suggested 
plan future policy and extension. Water supply 
may included although not part the 
delphia program. special study the economies 
utilization existing services congested 
areas against the cost constructing new 
virgin outlying areas proved extremely 
important. 

Use Land: Application existing zonin 
development modifications suit changing use 
and restriction ground. Studies showing relation 
zoning building, health and sanitation ordi- 
nances. From research data developed proposed 
future use land should restricted for 
orderly development, providing for commercial, 
industrial, residential, recreation, park, farming 
and other essential uses. This one the most 
important parts the entire program, particularly 
its relation regional study. 

Commercial and Industrial Development: Finding 
personal visitation each building the kind 
industry, its classification the numbers and 
types employees, present and past, the size and 
physical condition the structure and equipment 
and the home location workers. From respon- 
sible executives proportion each industry 
secured the policy the concern future 
growth, location trend. This assembled data 
will determine the rate projected growth 
each industry, the desirability its location, the 
areas most suitable for them, the type building 
best suited each, and assist developin 
proper plans for the transportation personne 
and the shipment raw materials and finished 
products. Average wages each class workers 
are secured find what they can afford pay 
rental for homes, from which can secured 
valuable information type and cost new 
housing. 

The location and number gasoline service 
stations, open air and closed garages another 
subject for study and this involves regional 
well city problem must tied with 
the highway system. 
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General Planning: The study plans and types 
housing suggested the data gained the 
physical survey, and sketch studies showing types 
block development and rehabilitation. The 
creation barriers parks commercial area 
prevent the encroachment poor undesir- 
able occupancies upon better areas. Determina- 
tion areas available for slum clearance 
needing action for prevention blight. Demoli- 
tion and remodeling programs adapted the 
growth the city. carried only the point 
where would logically become the paid 
function architect engineer continue the 
studies and drawings private enterprise. 


Building Code: special study building code 
regulations which should those city, county, 
region and state. The coordination zoning, 
sanitary and other ordinances and laws governing 
building construction and the adoption more 
modern flexible regulations question which 
seriously affecting new building construction. 
Charts, drawings and tables showing new and 
more modern methods use materials are 
part this work. includes also the prepara- 
tion new laws and regulations involving the 
use persons legal training the work 
personnel. 

Legislation: the study social and economic 
conditions has been that much new 
secure funds and build under the requirements 
the various Federal laws and departments 
new city ordinances and state acts may 
necessary. These should prepared least 
outline form and arrangements made for their 
submission the proper authorities for presen- 
tation legislative bodies. Philadelphia, the 
suggested new State acts and City ordinances 
cover such subjects State Planning and 
Housing Boards, Limited Dividend Corporations, 
Housing Authorities, Zoning Streets and 
Excess Condemnation typical among the 
phases liberal legislation required fit modern 
conditions. 

Physical Data: Field were made 
every structure certain selected areas, going 
into much more detail than the Real Property 
Inventory the Federal Government. means 
this field work there was secured the use, land 
coverage, occupancy and detailed physical con- 
dition each structure. The number rooms per 
family well the size family, whether owned 
rented and the rentals each were secured. 
Noting the conversion use building, any, 
and items required repairs replacements 
were part the researches. From these were 

repared block plans showing the physical classi- 
and use occupancy each structure, 
together with ratios open space, condition, 
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value, etc., each block. These plans are great 
value banks, mortgage institutions and realtors 
well for the development city plan. From 
the physical data can developed separate 
program demolition, involving the tearing 
down houses buildings unsafe unfit for 
occupancy. 

Population Data: Each building was investi- 
gated the number and nationality occu- 
pants. The number and type workers, their 
wages, the number persons per room and 
per family were secured, and these are being used 
basis for determining the living conditions 
family each group nationals. 

All this population data being charted and 
tabulated that the present number occupants 
each block and area can compared with 
similar figures from previous years the national 
census and the gains losses established. The 
distribution nationals and types housing each 
prefer should govern calculations the kind 
new housing which might recommended 
each area. 


Social and Anti-Social Data: The records 
municipal bureaus, private organizations, hos- 
itals, welfare groups and many cases actual 
research and visitation, furnished the detailed 
data each phase studied. From this data 
maps which will show the ratios 
thousand population for each condition 
Block, census tract and ward. When completed, 
they will show exact ratios each particular unit 
compared similar units the balance 
the entire city region under study. The phases 
which are included this work are: Welfare 
relief, poverty load, crime, sheriff’s sales, fire 
records and costs, housing complaints, and mortal- 
ity and health which still further divided into 
tuberculosis, contagious 

diseases. 

the case crime very detailed study 
costs and ratios being made dividing into 
four major classifications, Prevention and De- 


tection, Prosecution, Court costs and 


tion and Parole. also seperated further into 
adult delinquencies which are the major crimes 
and juvenile delinquencies and illegal absences 
from school. 

Economic Data: the congested area under 
research there was obtained for each property the 
assessments for 1926, 1930 and 1934; appraisal 
today’s market; present rentals and income 
return, taxes relation value and information 
any recent sales. Obsolescence and depreci- 
ation are important factors. From these were 
developed the amcunt capitalization possible 
block and area and its relation existing ground 
values. addition, there are separate studies 
the effect taxation upon properties, methods

accumulation ground, management group 
operations, changing uses and requirements 
neighborhoods, and tax exemptions and their 
effect upon municipal income. The proportion 
owned and rented properties and their relation 
area conditions terms blight pro- 
tection against blight were studied. 

Regional Planning: Using all the data and 
plans mentioned above basis for future 
developing maps what has been done 
each independent governmental entity 
region, analyzing the results and coordinating 
the program. Contacts with municipal bodies 
requiring action insure orderly plan. 
Planning regional state parking and highway 
systems, working with State, County City 
authorities. streams avoid 
pollution and misuse. 


RECAPITULATION 


Much the work outlined above was new 
all us. Methods procedure had de- 
veloped and the cooperation all agencies, 
governmental and private, secured. While this 
presented major problem, much more serious 
was the speculation just how far might 
possible secure answers the questions asked 
the individual householder 
executive. Many these are most leading 
and personal character, yet the credit the 
worker who had approach stranger every 
building, less than were information. 
And usually second visit was successful. 
good deal this success was due the careful 
training the field investigator and the superior 
intelligence and education the professional 
groups, which made this comparatively easy. 


That the work was not only illuminating the 
workers themselves but real education all 
interested proved one the worth while 
results. only wish that had the space give 
some the comments and describe the strange, 
pathetic and comic experiences the investi- 
gators. 

The interest and astonishment social worker, 
legislator, banker and business man when they 
view the results obtained are even more impor- 
tance and satisfaction the sponsors the 
program. And even have had admit 
the destruction old and fixed convictions 
conditions existing blighted areas. has 
some ways completely changed the present 
methods finding areas needing reconstruction 
rehabilitation. 

Most important all, however, aside from the 
tremendous amount invaluable data obtained, 
the conviction that have found real work, 
constructive and necessary work, which has done 
much toward the salvation our profession 
Philadelphia and which should possible through 
out the country. can only warn each group that 
much preliminary work necessary. The architect 
must lose his normal reserve, must become 
articulate, and, the inspiration good cause, 
able convince both individuals and groups 
the urgent necessity providing this work and the 
necessary money for materials. That experience 
itself will invaluable and sometime should 
like tell what this contact with those outside 
the profession has done making more human 
and approachable the members our own 
profession Philadelphia.

succession for not less than twenty years beyond 
the date the application for insurance the 
mortgage; (3) subject supervision the 
governmental agencies from which its charter 
powers are derived; (4) have unimpaired 
capital not less than $100,000; (5) have its 
principal office city town not less than 
6,000 population according the United States 
Census 1930; and, all other respects 
responsible and able service the mortgage 
properly.

fects the architectural profession—Mr. Colean said:

the system mutual mortgage insurance, the 
Federal Housing Administration has taken recog- 
nition the architectural profession way 
which believe unique not only governmental 
agencies, but private financial institutions 
well. has said effect that the inspection 
buildings, the determination risks arising from 
the design and construction, the estimation 
building costs, the consideration the layout 
building lots, etc. are matters upon which judg- 
ment may best exercised the men whose 
training and experience have been devoted 
these endeavors.

ability and experience architects have been 
fully recognized the development ap- 
praisal system for residential property. 

each the sixty-one underwriting offices 
established throughout the country will 
placed Architectural Examiner, assisted 
staff inspectors and estimators varying 
the size the area and the volume business. 
underwriting offices and which are too distant 
readily accessible the nearest office, the 
functions the Examiner and his staff will 
performed selected architects working 
fee basis subject the Examiner for the district. 

the Architectural Examiner will rest 
the full responsibility for rating the degree 
investment risk deriving from the property itself. 
This includes consideration such factors 
appearance, plan, construction, relationship the 
lot, etc. Risk ratings for neighborhood and for 
relationships properties and their neighbor- 
hoods will made consultation with the 
Architectural Examiner. will entirely 
responsible for checking construction costs and 
for the inspection buildings during construction. 
His judgment will called into play whenever 
questions land planning new sub-divisions 
arise. will responsible for the development 
construction standards applicable his com- 
munity and supplementing those issued the 
central office Washington. 

the great which would 
rest upon these examiners, not only perform- 
ing the duties their specific assignments but 
exercising influence upon the future course 
community development, the Federal Housin 
Administration sought obtain the services 
the most skilled men found the profession. 
The men were carefully selected members the 
architectural profession and were called Wash- 
ington stu the proposed system mortgage 
risk rating. This school, turned out, was 
equally useful the Washington members the 
Administration was the newly selected 
field officers. confident that these men, 
returning their posts, will bring great credit 
both the Federal Housing Administration, and 
the profession architecture.”

Just remember you are spending the 
client’s money. has probably had work hard 
for that money. And wants get 100% 
return for it. wants well spent. 

Now firstly, How Get Job. 

never get good job unless you know 
something. And you must enjoy public confidence 
the same time. And that means publicity. 
believe publicity for architects just for 
banks, for theaters, for the radio and for music. 

The architects have been backward this. 
They shun advertising. unethical. Doctors 
and Dentists and Lawyers don’t it. But 
Architects are different; they are not only profes- 
sional men—they are business. Through them 
many people are employed; many industries are 
supported them. And they are engaged 
business, they undoubtedly are, then why 
shouldn’t they advertise? 

Bill Gompert has long had the idea that 

ublic matters the architects lacked leadership. 
ought have Public Relations Depart- 
ment. Business waking the desirability 


including that new-found profession its curricu- 
lum. That’s the kind position that secured, 
and for such job don’t see why architects 
aren’t well fitted anyone else.

Gompert Arthur Ware Christopher 
LaFarge would make excellent Public Relations 
representatives for the profession. Who going 
pay them not for say, but something 
ought done let the public the secret. 

Now the second thing, What With 
Job When You Get 

don’t think have discuss that. with 
what you can. you don’t well, you 
probably won’t get another job from the same 
client, least, you won’t deserve get one. 
Give him square deal. it’s lady, tinge your 
squareness with little Emily Post propaganda. 
Get your Home Economics stuff down heart. 
Show your client you know what rooms are meant 
for and give her the best that’s you. 

But the third point that want dwell, 


What with your Money. 


spreading the gospel something never 
took seriously before—Saving! And likewise, not 
falling for the Get Rich Quick schemes, nor taking 


chance Wall Street. have all done it; 
all been hooked; we’ve all fallen for easy- 
money schemes. 

realize that wasted prodigous amount time 
and money promotion schemes. Out 
hundred did during year two, don’t think 
one came home roost! They all looked wonder- 
ful but they never materialized. You listen the 
blandishments the real-estate promoter; the 
architect puts the first money; then gets his 
friends in; then his friends are his friends 
longer—and might well not have gone into

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the thing all. doesn’t always turn out that 
way, but alas! does very often. 

Now course, the Savings Bank 
business. job promote public confidence 
the savings banks, get new depositors, and 
enhance the prestige savings banks 
general—and ours particular. Our publicity 
along the line teaching people save. Not 
only for old age and the loss your job, but for 
all sorts things—babies, appendicitis, trip 
Paris, life insurance policies, save amount 
sufficient pay your taxes and interest your 
mortgage, save buy safe securities—and 
on. But put your money safe place. Mutual 
savings banks always pay dividends, sometimes 
high, sometimes low, but always high 
commensurate with safety and with State and 
Federal laws.

You who 
are interested commercial architecture might 
well spend year the management department 
big real estate office. You who are bit rusty 
practical matters might attack 
company for job. You who are advertising 
minded should affiliate yourself with adver- 
tising firm and learn copy writer 
contact man. wouldn’t advise any you 
out Hollywood the chance getting job. 
None you are handsome enough for that. 

And don’t discouraged. Things will boom 
again. It’s only that dreadful “meantime” that 
worry about. 

for me, although have changed business 
davenport reading The Christian Science Monitor 
all day, still have and will always have 
undying love for profession. something 
like Mr. Sopwith who said, just before 
returned England, “Well, better have 
luffed and lost than never have luffed all!”

American Buildings Survey was inaugurated 

the National Park Service the United States 
Government. The aims were twofold; the imme- 
diate one being provide relief work for unem- 
ployed architects and draftsmen with funds then 
available from the Civil Works Administration, 
while the ultimate aim was secure measured 
drawings and photographs complete graphic 
record possible the rapidly disappearing 
examples early architecture throughout the 
country. 

Probably all members the Institute know some- 
thing the history the project; how the country 
was divided into districts with administrative 
officer for each, nominated the local chapters 
the Institute and appointed the Department 
the Interior; how work began general about 
the first January and continued with increasing 
activity until February 15th when the gradual clos- 
ing down all enterprises was ordered. 
But may worth while note the statistics 
achievement. the height activity, 772 persons 
were employed, 5,110 sheets drawings represent- 
ing 882 measured structures, were completed, with 
brief historical sketches and 3,260 photographs. 
Besides these, index cards were prepared, not only 
for the buildings measured but for 1,461 others 
suitable for future recording. All this material, to- 
gether with the field note-books, now being de- 
posited the Library Congress, where will 
available not only for consultation, but for 
reproduction blueprinting other photographic 
methods. fact, the work reproduction has 
already begun. The Architect and Engineer issu- 
ing series plates the work done California, 
and the Architectural Forum has commenced the 
bi-monthly publication selected material from 
various sections. 

The undertaking was successful that agree- 
ment has been entered into the National Park 
Service, the American Institute Architects and the 
Library Congress insure that all future enter- 
prises the same nature should form continuous 
development the Historic American Buildings 
Survey already begun. This agreement given 
full this number the Octagon. will 
noted that slight change organization has been 
necessary. Instead the districts originally 
assigned the Park Service, the country now 
divided conform the chapters the Institute 
with District Officer appointed from each chapter. 

the Institute’s Committee Preservation 
Historic Buildings has heretofore been composed 


less than year ago the Historic 


representatives from each the chapters, seemed 
reasonable that these committeemen and the District 
Officers should identical. This has entailed 
general reconstitution the committee that 
wherever possible those who had already served 
District Officers should continued that capac- 
ity. course, this has meant much change, with 
the displacement many good men who have long 
served the committee, but all can easily appre- 
ciate the importance capitalizing the experience 
gained the first campaign the Survey. 

The only complaints that have been heard from 
any source regarding this first campaign are that 
was neither broad enough nor long enough. For 
only fraction the material immediately available 
for recording could surveyed, and only frac- 
tion the many architects need aid could 
employed. And the need aid continues and 
acute now was year ago. Obviously the 
Survey should continued and, possible, enlarged. 
But when the Civil Works Administration gave way 
the Federal Relief Administration, projects or- 
ganized national scale became impossible. For 
the feeling Congress was strong that relief funds 
should not nationally administered, but should 
allocated the states for local administration. 
several instances the resourcefulness and initiative 
District Officers has made possible continue 
resume the work with local funds; thus there 
are present approximately men still engaged 
the Survey Massachusetts, Southern New 
York, Northern New York, Louisiana 
and Northern California. 

Recently word has come Washington that the 
Emergency Relief Administration New Jersey 
proposes employ 500 men revival the 
Survey that state. There seems reason why 
similar projects might not organized other 
states well. The National Park Service has 
supply drawing sheets hand for immediate 
use and will anything can foster the Survey. 
The Federal Emergency Relief Administration also 
endorses most heartily and will approve once 
any properly organized local undertaking. But 
neither body can initiate such work, for all Emerg- 
ency Relief Projects must local origin. 
Neither, unfortunately, can the chapters the 
Institute directly start resumption the Survey, 
for they have official connection with any local 
governmental organization. the other hand, 
there are many bodies that are associated with state 
municipal administrations that could quite prop- 
erly sponsor local survey, and should not 
difficult find one such that would glad 
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ally itself with each chapter the Institute for 
such end. For example, would wholly 
suitable for architectural school state uni- 
versity institution subsidized the state, 
initiate the project. Probably the department 
American History such institution could 
also. The New Jersey project sponsored 
the State Historical Society and any such society 
museum receiving state aid might well spon- 
sor. might any Public Commission for Pre- 
serving Historical Sites, State Municipal 
Architect. 

obviously better have local resumption 
the Survey state wide basis than have 
county municipal basis, but the Emergency 
Relief Administration operates different manners 
different states and projects must adjusted 
local conditions. However, certainly wisest 
have resumption the Survey proposed first 
the state administrations and then, necessary, 
operate more limited territories. The sponsors 
should advise the Emergency Relief Administration 
that all details the organization can arranged 
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the District Officers the Chapters, who the 
majority cases, administered the previous cam- 
paign under the Civil Works Administration and 
who have detailed specifications for the work. 
practice, may that the District Officers the 
Chapters may not called upon serve the 
active administrators new campaigns, but they 
should always recognized acting super- 
visory capacity least. For the terms the 
agreement, the Historic American Buildings Survey 
can only conducted with the cooperation the 
Institute, and the National Park Service will not 
undertake supply the standard drawing sheets 
except through the officers nominated the Chap- 
ters, and only for projects approved them. 
Finally, all the drawings must passed upon and 
accepted the Chapters’ District Officers before 
they can sent Washington form part 
the archives the official Survey. For without 
some continuous control, there could assur- 
ance that new work would form proper part 
the great collection admirably begun. 


MEMORANDUM AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE NATIONAL THE AMERICAN 
INSTITUTE ARCHITECTS AND THE CONGRESS 


Relating the Historic American Buildings Survey Permanent Coordinate 
all Future Work Recording Historic American Buildings 


task preserving records the historic monu- 

ments America has become work vital neces- 

sity. The clearest record the Nation’s life lies 
the structures has built. 

Unfortunately, many buildings that would highly 
prized today have already disappeared. Large sums are 
constantly being spent rebuild such landmarks as: the 
vanished first Capitol Virginia Williamsburg, the 
first State House Maryland St. Marys, and Wake- 
field, the birthplace Washington. the absence 
complete records such reconstructions must all be, some 
extent, imaginary. 

Even while are preserving and restoring some 
the monuments our history, many others are daily dis- 
appearing. Through slow destruction decay and swift 
loss fire; the exigencies civic and commercial de- 
are through succeeding generations losing 
many the most perfect monuments our past culture 
history. The National Government cannot expected 
arrest all these local losses, but can lend its 
authority and aid the making records before all 
these historic buildings are lost posterity. should 
the aim such governmental direction make available 
these records for future reference architects, students, 
and the public general. 

Although disconnected efforts have been made from 
time time record local samples our domestic 
architecture, National Plans had been launched until 
the inception the Historic American Buildings Survey 
November. that time Civil Works appropriation 
made possible few months’ operation the survey 
under the direction The National Parks Service with 
the cooperation the American Institute Architects 
and the Library Congress. 


During this brief period two facts have become clearly 
apparent: 

There vital need for permanent national plan 
coordinate all work this nature and make 
available the public for research. 

The present standards the Historic American 
Buildings Survey form excellent basis for continuous 
and much more comprehensive survey. 

The scattered surveys that have heretofore been made 
through efforts local organizations and individual 
enthusiasm have yielded heterogeneous results, with con- 
siderable duplication, and have been little practical 
value the general public. 

comprehensive and continuous national survey 
the logical concern the Federal Government:—The 
National Parks Service the Department the Interior 
seems the proper place for such responsibility. The local 
execution must depend some permanent non-govern- 
mental body, national scope, functioning local 
organizations :—The American Institute Architects ful- 
fills these requirements perfectly. For the guardianship 
the records, the government again seems the proper 
functionary, and for this purpose the Library Congress 
with its Pictorial Archives Early American Architec- 
ture stands equipped and ready. 

Since the Historic American Buildings Survey became 
generally known numerous offers cooperation the 
part individuals and societies have been made the 
officials the survey. has been demonstrated that 
many interested persons throughout the country are merely 
waiting for the opportunity cooperate with such 
national plan. Societies, Civic Organizations, and even 
local Governments oftentimes have particular interest 
certain historic monuments. Proposals which have 


already been made the officers the Historic American 
Buildings Survey indicate that there definite plan 
for embracing such future activities there will 
number monuments recorded the expense such 
organizations. Here again, the assurance that the records 
are part the Nation’s collection recorded 
American architecture, available the public for re- 
search purposes, would give particular incentive the 
organization interested. 

view the above conditions, therefore, the National 
Park Service, hereinafter referred the Park Service; 
the American Institute Architects, hereinafter re- 
ferred the Institute; and the Library Congress, 
hereinafter referred the Library; hereby mutually 
agree follows: 


(1) The Historic American Buildings Survey 
considered permanent plan for approval and disposi- 
tion all future graphic records historic American 
architecture, whether such records made the expense 
the Government upon individual initiative. This 
organization will function through the cooperation the 
Park Service, the Institute, and the Library. 


II. ORGANIZATION 


(1) Provision made for the establishment 
geographical districts, each district under the jurisdiction 
one the present chapters the Institute, 
chapters hereafter duly approved the Institute. the 
request the National Officers the Institute, the mem- 
bers each local chapter will select district officer 
from among the chapter’s membership, who will there- 
after superintend all future work the Historic Amer- 
ican Buildings Survey during his term office. 

(2) District Officers shall advised the National 
Advisory Board and whatever special committees 
the local chapter shall see fit appoint, the correct 
methods and solution particular problems. District 
Officers shall directly responsible the Chief Arch- 
itect the Park Service for the maintenance proper 
standards and care Survey records. 

(3) The present membership the National Advisory 
Board the Survey continue intact until such time 
the National Officers the Institute, conjunction 
with the Chief Architect, shall see fit make changes 
additions the personnel the Board. 

(4) The organization outlined above con- 
tinuous, regardless whatever special organizations 
may set for the operation the Survey whole 
part the expense the Federal Government 
other organizations. such cases the person charge 
the Survey any locality shall District Officer 
herein designated shall cooperate fully with the Dis- 
trict Officer Officers having jurisdiction that locality 
and shall accept the recommendations such District 
Officer Officers except when otherwise instructed 
the National Advisory Board and the Chief Architect 
the Park Service. 


III. 


(1) The Park Service will supply, for all approved 
work upon the Historic American Buildings Survey, 
standard drawing sheets the same size those now 
used for the presentation Survey drawings; such 
supplies not exceed total ten thousand (10,000) 
sheets. Space provided each drawing sheet 
for the proper identification the work according the 
individual organizations contributing the records. 


(2) All other supplies for actual field work and draw- 
ing shall furnished without expense the Park 
Service. 


IV. 


(1) The District Officer shall secure from the records 
far compiled the Historic American Buildings Sur- 
vey list historic American monuments his District, 
together with the necessary information indicate the 
worth such monuments, necessity for recording, and 
the amount recording that has already been adequately 
accomplished according the standards the Survey.

All such specifications are exact accord 
with the requirements now set forth the official bulle- 
tins the Historic American Buildings Survey which 
form appendix this agreement; except when amend- 
ments alterations these specifications shall offi- 
cially made and promulgated the present National 
Advisory Board their official successors. 

(3) District Officers shall have the authority accept

(1) When completed, records are checked and 
approved the District Officer charge before being 
submitted through the Chief Architect the Park Service 
the Chief the Fine Arts Division the Library, 
who turn will have authority accept reject such 
records, dependent upon their consistency with other filed 
records the Survey, and the general standards thereof, 
subject appeal, cases dispute, the National 
Advisory Board for final decision. 

(2) The records the Historic American Buildings 
Survey, deposited the Library, will become public 
property and will accessible the public for research 
purposes, subject the laws and regulations the 
Library.
